Keys  of  ‘52-. 


Just  a  half  century  ago  this  June  I  graduated  from  high  school.  It  was 
quite  a  different  world  then.  Times  have  changed,  but  not  the  fundamentals  of 
living. 

Here  are  a  few  observations  and  recommendations  based  upon  experience 
since  my  own  high  school  graduation  in  the  year  1902. 

Be  disturbed  as  little  as  possible  by  passing  events. 

Today  we  hear  so  much  that  is  wrong  with  everything  and  everybody. 
This  is  nothing  new.  However,  today  we  have  one  great  protection,  —  we 
knew  things,  —  secrecy  in  this  nation,  when  the  public  interest  is  concerned,  is 
rare.  We  have  a  free  press.  We  have  free  speech.  However,  do  we  hear 
enough  or  know  enough  of  what  is  right  in  this  day  and  age? 

Just  let  me  submit  a  few  things: 

In  all  history  the  ideals  of  this  nation  are  the  highest  ever  expressed  by 


man. 


This  age  of  science  is  being  used  for  the  good  of  man,  as  well  as  for  the 
reverse.  When  I  graduated  from  high  school  my  life  expectancy  was  forty- 
eight  years;  today  yours  is  sixty-six  years. 

There  is  more  altruism,  more  charity,  more  consideration  for  others  in  the 
world  than  ever  before. 

There  are  more  churches,  more  schools,  and  more  hospitals  than  in  any 
previous  period  of  history. 

Many  with  high  ideals,  and  others  who  consider  service  to  mankind  as  of 
the  highest  importance,  do  not  receive  headlines.  However,  the  world  is  bet¬ 
ter  because  of  the  large  number  of  these  individuals.  Bigotry  and  racial  ten¬ 
sions  are  being  offset  by  the  influence  of  growing  numbers  who  believe  in  un¬ 
derstanding  and  good  will. 

There  are  vastly  more  people  trying  to  do  the  right  thing  than  the  wrong 
thing. 

As  you  look  at  life  at  this  time  you  may  look  through  glasses  that  are  dark, 
or  clear,  or  golden.  The  first  leads  only  to  cynicism;  the  second  to  straight 
thinking;  the  third  to  idealism.  Avoid  the  first  —  accept  the  second,  —  based 
upon  the  third. 

Through  five  decades  I  have  met  many  individuals  of  prominence;  with 
some  of  them  I  was  net  impressed.  Those  whom  I  have  remembered  longest 
were  people  of  character,  sound  ideals,  wholesome  outlook,  who  showed  a 
distinct  and  sincere  spirit  cf  understanding  toward  people  and  toward  the 
world. 

Have  a  religion  that  is  your  own.  Live  up  to  its  precepts  and  its  teach¬ 
ing.  It  should  by  your  guide  —  always. 

God  bless  and  guide  you,  Every  One.

^lumni  Notes 


The  Alumni  of  the  English  High  School  of  Boston  have,  through  previous 
decades,  heaped  insurmountable  glory  upon  our  Alma  Mater.  Many  of  our 
graduates  occupy  key  positions,  locally,  nationally,  and  internationally.  We 
are  pleased  at  this  fine  representation  of  English  High  in  today's  troubled  world 
and  only  hope  that  this  graduating  class  of  1952  may  be  able  to  make  a  small 
contribution  to  this  list  of  prominent  personages  of  whom  the  following  are  but 
a  few. 

To  a  soldier's  soldier  and  inspirational  leader  named  General  Matthew 
Bunker  Ridgway,  the  North  Atlantic  Treaty  Organization  recently  entrusted  the 
most  vital  assignment  in  the  Western  military  alliance.  Our  Head  Master,  Mr. 
Walter  F.  Downey,  after  sending  a  letter  of  congratulation  to  Ridgway,  received 
a  cablegram  in  which  the  General  acknowledged  his  debt  to  English  High 
School,  and  expressed  his  desire  of  visiting  us  here  in  the  near  future.  During 
the  last  year  Ridgway  has  held  no  less  than  four  huge  jobs.  As  director  of  the 
war  in  Korea  he  has  been  the  deputy  frr  the  seventeen  nations  furnishing 
troops.  As  boss  of  United  States'  military  strength  in  the  Far  East  he  has  had 
charge  of  a  vast  army,  navy,  and  air  force.  As  military  governor  of  Japan  he 
has  represented  the  eleven  Allied  Powers  of  the  Far  Eastern  Commission.  And 
as  director  of  the  United  Nations  negotiations  for  truce  in  Korea,  he  has  spoken 
for  a  free  world's  hope  to  avoid  either  a  grievously  widened  war  or  a  thought¬ 
less,  worthless  peace.  Only  a  man  of  Ridgway's  immense  stamina  could  have 
carried  such  burdens  with  such  zest.  In  Korea  Matt  Ridgway  has  become  en¬ 
veloped  in  a  great  legend  —  a  legend  vastly  complimentary  and  almost  whol¬ 
ly  true.  It  has  been  symbolized  by  the  showy  field  uniform  he  has  always 
sported  there:  pile  cap  with  the  peak  tied  back,  wcrn  shirt  bearing  the  white 
and  blue  Airborne  patch,  parachutist's  pants,  field  overcoat  with  a  harness  to 
which  are  taped  a  hand  grenade  over  the  right  breast,  first  aid  kit  over  the  left, 
and  a  canteen  against  the  rump.  Such  an  outfit  has  suggested  a  fondness  for 
the  dramatic  inherited  from  his  predecessor.  But  with  Ridgway  it  has  been 
more  than  a  gaudy  good-luck  uniform.  It  has  been  a  badge  of  victory  —  the 
uniform  he  made  conspicuous  when  he  so  effectively  stopped  the  rout  of  Am¬ 
erican  armies  in  his  first  winter  in  Korea.  Like  many  another  tough  soldier, 
Ridgway  is  both  devout  and  sensitive.  He  reads  the  Bible  attentively,  attends 
church,  and  at  one  time  served  as  vestryman  at  St.  Bartholomew's  Episcopal 
Church  in  New  York.  Like  his  temper,  his  sentimental  emotions  are  near  the 
surface.  Once  when  a  photographer  in  Korea  surprised  him  with  a  carefully 
mounted  portrait  of  his  wife  and  young  Matt,  Jr.,  the  general  broke  into  tears. 


Since  his  graduation  from  English  High  School  in  1924,  Max  Tishler  has 
been  honored  several  times  for  his  work  in  the  synthetic  development  of  corti¬ 
sone  which  is  used  in  the  treatment  of  rheumatoid  arthritis  and  several  other 
chronic  diseases.  The  Max  Tishler  Scholarships  at  Tufts  College,  where  he 
majored  in  chemistry  for  four  years,  and  the  Max  Tishler  Lectures  at  Harvard 
University,  where  he  took  graduate  study  and  subsequently  taught  chemistry 
for  nine  years,  commemorate  the  first  successful  manufacture  of  this  steroid 
drug  from  easily  obtainable  substances.  The  success  of  a  group  of  chemists 
directed  by  Tishler  at  the  Merck  Laboratcries  was  announced  in  May,  1951  in 
the  "Journal  of  the  American  Chemical  Society."  In  recognition  of  Tishler's 
achievement  the  board  of  directors  of  Merck  and  Company  voted  him  its  Scien¬ 
tific  Award.  In  response  to  Mr.  Downey's  congratulatory  letter  Max  Tishler 
wrote: 


"Needless  to  say  your  letter  brought  back  many  pleasant  memories 
of  my  association  with  you  and  with  Mr.  Stone,  my  first  teacher  in  chem¬ 
istry.  I  frequently  recall  the  wisdom  and  guidance  I  received  at  English 
High  School  and  how  they  guided  me  in  the  years  that  followed.  I  know 
that  there  are  untold  others  who  have  profited  by  the  unselfish  and  inspi¬ 
rational  teaching  of  you  and  your  staff.  Through  the  years,  you  must  have 
gained  joy  and  strength  following  the  careers  of  your  many  boys.” 


Carl  A.  Shifman,  a  graduate  of  this  school  in  the  Class  of  1948,  has  recent¬ 
ly  been  selected  as  a  Rhodes  Scholar,  of  which  there  are  only  thirty-two  chos¬ 
en  in  the  entire  United  States.  He  is  the  only  representative  from  Boston.  Since 
graduating  from  English  High,  Carl  has  attended  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  where  he  is  reported  to  be  a  top  ranking  senior  in  Physics.  For 
two  years,  beginning  next  October,  he  will  attend,  on  a  free  scholarship  basis, 
Oxford  University  in  England.  The  Cecil  Rhodes  Scholarship  Award  is  con¬ 
sidered  one  of  the  highest  honors  that  can  be  given  a  college  or  university 
graduate. 


Henry  Gilman,  another  English  High  School  Alumnus,  who  is  now  on  the 
faculty  of  the  Iowa  State  College  of  Agriculture  and  Mechanic  Arts  (Depart¬ 
ment  of  Chemistry),  wrote  to  Mr.  Downey  in  appreciation  of  the  latter's  letter 
congratulating  him  on  the  Iowa  Award  in  chemistry.  In  part  of  his  cordial 
greeting  Mr.  Gilman  said: 

"I  need  hardly  tell  you  how  greatly  indebted  I  am  to  the  splendid 
training  I  had  at  English  High.  They  were  some  of  the  happiest  years  of 
my  life.  My  professional  interests  in  chemistry  really  started  in  my  sen¬ 
ior  year  there  when  I  tcok  the  course  with  Mr.  Stone." 


Our  Alumni  are  continually  displaying  their  interest  in  the  achievements 
of  the  English  High  School  student  body.  The  following  letter  was  sent  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Class  of  1898  on  the  occasion  of  our  victory  in  the  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  relays: 

Dear  Mr.  Downey: 

At  the  54th  Annual  Reunion  of  the  Class  of  1898,  Boston  English  High 
School,  held  last  Saturday,  May  16th,  1952,  it  was  unanimously  voted 
that  the  Secretary  write  you,  and  through  you  the  student  body  of  English 
High,  and  congratulate  you  all  for  the  fine  manner  in  which  you  upheld 
the  traditions  of  the  old  school  at  the  recent  Pennsylvania  Athletic  Carni¬ 
val  by  capturing  the  American  Championship  in  the  two-mile  relay  races. 
Such  victories  are  heartening  to  the  older,  but  enthusiastic  alumni  of  En¬ 
glish  High,  as  much  as  they  are  to  the  present  student  body.

''What  greater  or  better  gift  can  we  offer  the  republic  than 
to  teach  and  instruct  our  youth?" 
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As  the  Class  of  1952  leaves  English  High  School  it  finds  itself  faced  with 
the  identical  problems  that  a  total  of  eighteen  graduating  classes  have  faced 
before  us:  the  problem  of  entering  a  world  engaged  in,  or  threatened  with,  war. 

Let  us  look  back  in  the  history  of  our  country  and  see  why  this  is  so.  Since 
the  founding  of  the  English  High  School  in  1821,  our  country  has  taken  part 
in  four  wars  which  have  affected  graduates  of  the  English  High  School:  the 
Civil  War,  1861-1865;  the  Spanish-American  War,  1898;  World  War  I,  1914-19- 
18;  and  World  War  II,  1939-1945. 

I  imagine  that  the  world  in  those  past  years  appeared  to  English  High 
graduates  as  dark  and  hopeless  and  as  near  to  total  destruction  as  it  does  to 
us  today. 

I  do  not  mean  to  scoff  at  war,  because  everyone  knows  what  a  truly  hor¬ 
rible  thing  it  is.  We  have  all  witnessed  the  products  of  the  ravages  of  war. 
We  have  seen  that  the  aftermath  of  a  war  is  as  costly  in  life  and  property  as 
the  war  itself. 

Yet  my  purpose  is  not  to  send  the  Class  of  1952  into  the  world  with  the 
idea  that  all  hopes  and  dreams  will  soon  be  shattered  by  universal  war.  There 
is  still  more  hope  in  the  world  than  the'  news  reports  would  have  us  believe. 
I  have  heard  two  profound  statements  which  provoke  hopeful  thought:  (1) 

People  thought  the  cannon  would  mark  the  end  of  the  world  because  it  could 
penetrate  almost  every  then-known  defense,  and  (2)  the  old  adage  that  for  ev¬ 
ery  offense  there  is  a  defense.  These  two  statements,  of  course,  pertain  to  the 
newly-developed  atomic  weapons. 

Now  that  we  are  men  we  are  faced  with  a  man's  problem  —  that  of  sec¬ 
urity.  Therefore,  we  must  face  this  situation  not  with  the  narrow,  easily  fright¬ 
ened  minds  of  children,  but  with  the  broad,  far-seeing,  composed  intelligence 
of  adults. 

We  must  remember  that  although  life  is  not  a  bed  of  roses,  neither  is  it 
a  briar  patch;  and  we  must  go  forth  with  faith  in  the  future.

As  announced  in  the  press  of  the  nation,  the  E.  H.  S.  Relay  Team  won  a 
magnificent  victory  at  the  Pennsylvania  Relay  Carnival  held  on  Saturday,  Ap¬ 
ril  29th.  The  members  of  the  team  are  now  recognized  at  the  "two  mile  relay 
champions  of  the  United  States."  With  weather  conditions  the  worst  in  forty- 
two  years,  through  mud  and  rain,  they  completed  the  two  miles  about  100 
yards  ahead  of  their  nearest  rival,  a  high  school  from  New  York  City.  They 
brought  athletic  distinction  to  their  school,  their  coach,  and  to  themselves.

Climaxing  a  brilliant  season  with  a  20-0  rout  over  arch-rival  Latin  school, 
this  year's  blue  and  blue  squad  finished  with  a  7  win  2  loss  record  identical 
with  that  of  last  year's  team.  The  annual  jamboree  exhibition  was  the  first 
stop  on  a  ten  game  schedule  in  which  we  smacked  a  game  Roslindale  eleven 
to  the  tune  of  14-0.  We  opened  up  the  season  with  a  High  School  of  Commerce 
eleven  and  all  went  well  as  the  boys  chalked  up  a  convincing  34-7  affair.  A 
trip  to  Groton  proved  to  be  worthwhile,  and  we  tumbled  the  gentlemen  from 
the  private  school  by  a  score  of  27-0.

This  year  a  new  career  guidance  program  was  offered  to  the  junior  and 
senior  classes  of  the  school.  This  program  met  with  immediate  success  and 
was  acclaimed  by  all  to  be  of  immense  value. 

Twice  a  week  during  the  month  of  March  the  upper  classmen  were  given 
the  opportunity  to  meet  and  hear  various  representatives  of  business  and  pro¬ 
fessional  fields,  as  well  as  representatives  from  many  of  the  higher  institutes 
of  learning.  Among  the  outstanding  discussions  in  the  business  and  profes¬ 
sional  fields  were  those  concerning  aviation  and  hospital  work.  A  male  psy¬ 
chiatric  nurse  explained  the  duties  and  advantages  of  his  profession,  while 
an  executive  from  one  of  the  country's  largest  airlines  discussed  opportuni¬ 
ties  in  the  field  of  aviation.  Some  of  the  other  assemblies  dealt  with  radio, 
television,  oil  industries,  social  work,  journalism,  Federal  and  State  Civil  Ser¬ 
vice,  sales  management,  and  accountancy. 

The  number  and  variety  of  local  colleges  represented  in  this  program  were 
amazing.  They  ranged  from  Bentley's,  which  specializes  in  the  Commercial 
Courses,  to  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  which  trains  men  for  the 
highly  technical  and  scientific  professions.  A  few  of  the  prominent  colleges 
represented  were  Boston  College,  Boston  University,  Brandeis,  Brown,  Har¬ 
vard,  Holy  Cross,  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  Northeastern,  Tufts,  and 
the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

This  was  the  first  year  that  a  guidance  program  of  this  type  had  been  at¬ 
tempted  at  our  school.  From  the  beginning,  the  boys  took  to  it  as  a  duck  takes 
to  water.  Twice  a  week,  every  available  large  room,  the  library,  the  teachers' 
cafeteria,  and  the  assembly  hall  were  pressed  into  service  for  these  informal 
convocations.  The  gatherings  ranged  in  size  from  twenty  five  to  one  hundred 
fifty,  but  everywhere  the  interest  was  keen  and  the  questions  clever. 

The  men  who  addressd  us  were  not  only  well  qualified  to  answer  our 
questions  —  and  there  were  many  questions  —  but  these  men  were  also  cap¬ 
able  of  giving  frank  service  to  all.  They  were  men  in  prominent  positions,  and 
leaders  in  their  fields.  Many  were  graduates  of  English  High. 

The  purpose  of  these  meetings  was  to  provide  the  upper  classmen  with  a 
chance  to  learn  of  the  numerous  opportunities  open  to  them  in  colleges  and 
universities,  and  in  the  business  fields.  After  attending  these  conclaves,  many 
of  us  not  only  knew  of  these  positions,  but  could  easily  decide  which  field  of 
training  we  would  enter.  Through  these  meetings,  the  goal  of  the  career  guid¬ 
ance  program  was  easily  achieved. 

Nineteen  fifty  two  was  a  trial  year  for  a  experimental  Career  Guidance 
program  in  our  school.  Because  of  its  evident  success,  I  am  sure  that  for  many 
years  to  come  this  program  will  be  a  helpful  guide  to  the  undergraduates  of 
English  High  School.

September  8,  1951  saw  the  gates  of  Montgomery  Manor  open  upon  a  new 
school  year.  We,  the  glorious  seniors,  would  be  distinguished  by  our  agon¬ 
izing  fear-stained  faces  as  familiar  landmarks  met  our  gaze.

One  sad  note  squeezed  itself  into  the  month  of  January,  for  Latin  whipped 
our  boys  both  in  track  and  basketball. 

January  also  saw  the  Annual  Disc  Jockey  Pool  conducted  in  the  school, 
in  which  Dick  Flynn,  Dick  Herd  and  Ed  Najjar  represented  English  High.  All 
still  wonder  how  "I'm  Forever  Blowing  Bubbles"  became  our  all-time  favorite. 

During  these  months  the  Blue  and  Blue  competed  in  hockey,  basketball 
and  track. 

The  month  of  March  ushered  in  an  inovation  at  English  High  School.  Car¬ 
eer  Guidance  headed  the  scene.  Open  to  both  Juniors  and  Seniors,  talks  were 
given  on  careers  and  college  preparation. 

A  collection  was  taken  up  for  a  new  organ  at  Faneuil  Hall,  and  the  re¬ 
sults  were  tremendous.  We  hope  that  the  screw  contributed  by  Room  103  was 
appreciated. 

English  Departmental  work  was  handed  out  this  fair  month.  Ah  —  the 
joy  of  writing  two  thousand  words  on  English  Literature! 

March  also  saw  activity  in  one  of  the  newer  school  organizations,  the 
English  High  School  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society. 

Membership  to  this  society  is  limited  to  boys  of  the  highest  scholastic  at¬ 
tainment.  But,  scholarship  is  not  enough;  for  service,  leadership,  and  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  are  weighed  heavily. 

Introduced  into  E.  H.  S.  in  1950,  this  marks  its  second  year  of  operation, 
and  our  class  contains  the  firstmembers  of  the  organization  to  hold  member¬ 
ship  during  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

National  Honor  Society  Scholarship  Exams  were  taken  March  18  by  Ger¬ 
ald  Chin,  Vito  Cammarota,  Cornelius  Cunningham,  Joseph  Gallison,  and 
Charles  Itchkowitz,  with  Chin  registering  the  top  mark  of  the  quintet.

School. 

This  evening  our  class  is  fully  assembled  for  the  last  time  as  students  of 
the  English  High  School. 

As  alumni,  we  will  meet  again  in  the  future  but  never  again  will  we  all  be 
together  as  we  are  tonight. 

To  the  people  of  Boston,  sir,  we  are  truly  indebted,  a  debt,  no  doubt,  that 
none  of  us  will  be  able  to  repay  in  full;  but  by  establishing  ourselves  as  wor¬ 
thy  and  respected  citizens  of  our  city,  state,  and  country,  we  will  have  gained 
the  main  purpose  of  the  twelve  years  of  learning  we  have  experienced. 

To  our  parents,  we  owe  a  deep  debt  of  gratitude  for  sacrificing  much  more 
than  we  will  ever  know,  that  we  might  obtain  this  education. 

Without  their  guidance  in  the  many  disappointments  or  modest  success 
which  befell  us,  some  would,  no  doubt,  be  absent  from  our  midst  tonight. 

As  men  of  English  High  School  we  should  never  give  them  cause  to  re¬ 
gret  having  made  these  sacrifices. 

This  evening  is  often  referred  to  by  many  as  our  "graduation"  but  in  my 
estimation  the  word  "commencement"  is  much  better. 

This  is  a  night  we  have  often  regarded  as  the  time  when  we  lay  aside  the 
work  to  which  we  have  become  accustomed.  Time  has  proven,  however,  that 
the  end  of  one  worthwhile  endeavor  is  only  the  beginning  of  another. 

Our  commencement  then  is  not  the  completion  of  our  education  but  only 
the  beginning  of  a  new  period  of  learning,  whether  we  continue  under  super¬ 
vision  or  set  out  on  our  own. 

Tonight  in  the  inevitable  march  of  time,  the  hour  has  arrived  when  we 
must  say  adieu  to  our  high  school  and  go  forth  to  make  our  mark  in  our  re¬ 
spective  fields.  To  all  of  us  this  hour  of  departure  is  tinged  with  a  certain 
amount  of  regret:  leaving  the  school  in  which  we  spent  four  years  of  our  lives, 
the  friendships  and  associations  we  have  made,  and  the  helpful  guidance  we 
have  received  from  our  Head  Master  and  the  members  of  the  faculty. 

Some  of  us  will  be  going  into  the  armed  forces  or  into  business;  and  others 
will  go  on  to  higher  institutions  of  learning. 

But  we  will  all  be  going  forth  into  an  entirely  different  world,  for  which 
the  English  High  School  has  well  prepared  us. 

Men  of  the  class  of  '52,  remember  this:  we  all  carry  a  common  bond,  a 
common  heritage.  Many  times  the  decision  of  which  road  to  travel,  the  right 
or  the  wrong,  must  be  made  by  us.  Let  the  inspiration  of  our  Alma  Mater  and 
her  ideals  guide  you.  Let  us  aim  high  in  whatever  field  we  enter  even  if  we 
don't  reach  our  goal,  for  a  man's  reach  should  exceed  his  grasp. 

I  am  taking  this  opportunity  to  wish  you  all  happiness  and  success  in  the 
coming  years,  and  I  am  sure  that  if  we  live  up  to  the  standards  and  ideals  set 
for  us,  honor  and  achievement  will  be  ours.
